He Is a graduate of the 
University of-, Edlnborough and a 
native' of Australia. 
His subject, 
yesterday, -was ' "Democracy in the 
Antipodes." 
In Advocating the policy of re- 
stricted Immigration, he said: 
"This policy with Us, inevitable 
discrimination, while in Individual 
circumstances working a hardship, 
does appeal to Australia as it does 
to the United States as the most 
practical attempt at a solution of 
the problem, of racial assimilation. 
Australia Is' faced with the eame 
problem In regard to fellow sub- 
jects, natives of India, who 
by 
reason of • their citizenship in the 
British empire claim" an equality 
of franchise. 
"In the exclusion of coolies from 
her borders, Australia. has had to 
face'a very delicate situation, but 
the temper of the: people Is soljdly 
lie ilnd the maintenance of the pol- 
icy which excludes all those except 
as they may enter on the one to 
on* pro-rata basis." 
America's policy of Isolation has 
a parallel In the "white Australia 
policy" of the southern country, 
the speaker declared. 
Dr. Hoare stated that America 
today Is confronted with the de- 
mand of a growing consensus, of 
opinion for a modification of the

sity Infirmary. Mattoon is a mem- 
ber of the Sigma PI fraternity, and 
while aiding the volunteer firemen 
he fell down stairs In a burning 
house. He was examined by the 
collegu doctors, and was found to 
have sprained his ankle. An X-ray 
of the student's skull was taken, 
and the plate revealed no injuries. 


FAIA.S TimOIIGIIG ROOF. 
Another rumor current on the 


campus states that two students 
fell through the roof of a burning 
building. A search of all hospital 
and police records does not revefll 
any facts to confirm this story. 
That the story has some basis is 
admitted by student officers, but 
they declare that no one was kill- 
ed in such a fall.

fro Oakland, a fire engine, with its sides blister- 
ing in the heat, continued to pump with tho 
blazes only a few feet away. 


60 hot it was near this engine that the man 


in charge crawled underneath and covered his 
head with a blanket. Once in a while he Avould 
•merge, look at his engine,- and dive below. 
Behind him men from his company were di- 
recting hose from his engine onto a building 
In the very front ranks of the advancing flames. 
' JThe .fire never passed that engine. The risk 
.taken by the man in charge was not taken in 
Tain. Yesterday morning the engine, looking 
much the worse for wear, was still working, 
leisurely now, but on the job. This is but one 
,of a thousand instances of bravery displayed 
jby the firemen. 


The story of what the departments of Berke 


ley, Oakland and San Francisco accomplished, 
of Individual and collective acts of heroism 
and judgment performed, can never be written. 
fHie San. Francisco company drove down Mar- 
ket street at the rate of fifty miles an hour 
land swung into action without any loss of 
;tiine. 
Oakland's chief' and a contingent at- 


.tacked the blaze at the very gate of the uui- 
jrersity and drove it back, while along the same 
line, everywhere in the thickest of the battle, 
;the Berkeley companies labored.

Larger mains 
have long been a need and, perhaps, it has been

[that has stood in the way of improvement. 


So long ago as the days of Fire Chief James

the danger has been recognized. 


Another fire hazard was built up in earlier 
days when building restrictions and ordinances 
allowed home owners to erect wings, additional 
jgtories, and back-yard bungalows to care for 
the. student population.

In all that tangle of fallen wires, electric 


light and telephone, there were no accidents.

In all of /the Mother Lode 
Highway program which most certainly ad- 
vanced the chances for the construction of

A NEW ELEMENT. 


Helium was first found in the sun by its 


spectral lines and was then discovered on the 
earth. 
According to Dr. Richard B. Moore, 


lately chief chemist of the Bureau of Mines, the 
United States has an asset of great, value in 
this element, which is used to float airships. 
Helium has a strong lifting quality and is non- 
explosive. Most of the great aircraft accidents 
could not have"taken place had the gas in the 
balloons been helium. 


Now it is said the observations of the corona 


during the recent eclipse indicate another gas, 
another element present in the sun. 
Science 


will seek to find it on the earth and feels 
assured beforehand that, once it is found, 
some use for it will be discovered. 


When a part of the .public questions the 


value of'excursions to distant places for no 
other purpose than turning telescopes and 
cameras on the sun during an eclipse, it may 
bo remembered that one of those telescopes dis- 
covered helium. And as helium becomes better 
known there is no telling how: valuable it 
will be.

It was presumed that they could make the patent 
stand and through the medium of the license force 
manufacturers to abide by the will of the association 
or quit business. 


Selden. was a patent attorney of Rochester, N. 


Y., who merely secured a patent on an "idea"— 
the idea being called."a road locomotive." Noth- 
ing in his patent was worked out and not one part 
of it was new. While there were no sound grounds 
for the patent it was still a patented record and it 
remained for the courts to lest its validity. 


Henry Ford refused absolutely lo have any- 


thing to do with the association. 
The association, 


being unable to force the Ford Co. into line and 
being unable tc scare them out, started «»»= 
In 


1909 the case was decided against Ford. But Ford 
with his usual persistency and feeling sure of the 


justice of his case fought the association through tiie 
higher courts and finally won the decision. 
This 


act of Ford's has been called one of the most im- 
portant in the history of the automobile industry. 
It 


lifted restriction and permitted the industry to go 
ahead which would have been impossible under the 
"license" restrictions. 


He made it impossible for manufacturers to pro- 


mote waste and inefficiency through monopoly of 
the field.
